Firtl*>n-writing calls for another 
method. 
There 
are 
two distinct 


types of novels—the romantic and 
the realistic. 
You need to decide 
early ;n the game just w-hich type 
of book you see going in for. 
If 
you believe your m aterial is ad apt­ 
ed 
to realistic treatment, by all 
m eans use It. 
If you feel It needs 
a lighter, more romantic touch, by 
all means go romantic with a ven­ 
geance. 


When you have decided the type 


of novel you are going to write, 
you should go to your library and 
select two or three good exam ples 
of that type of writing, and read 
them carefully. 
Be sure to look 


for the thing that made the book 
“ tick"—the allure that brought the 
author an editor’s check. 
Then— 
m easure your own m aterial accord­ 
ingly. 
If you are a conscientious, 


clear-seeing person, that may be 
the end of your novel-writing, for 
the time being. 
You may realixe 


you do not have enough material 
for a novel, or that you do not feel 
quite up to telling the story as 
you would like to. 
At any rate,, you need to do a lot 


of thinking before you tie yourself 
to your typewriter for three months 
to s year, and the best time to 
think is before you have started 
to write. 
However, if you are fully con­ 
vinced that you do have worth­ 
while material, and you have it In 
proper shape to attack intelligently.
